H.E. Sayed Abdul-Aziz Alhakim, ISCI

his special bureau in Baghdad, on February 
5,2009. 

During the meeting, the attendees discussed 
the latest developments in the country as 
well as the Mihrab Martyr Bloc's internal 
affairs. H.E. delivered a speech in which 
he expressed his admiration for the great 
efforts that the members exerted in order to 
make the elections successful as well as the 
achieving of many goals. 

Also, H.E. said that the most important 



goals are supporting the political process 
and enforcing the new balance of power in 
Iraq. He also said that this balance is based 
on the will of the Iraqi people in both the 
provinces and the federal government. 



He pointed out the role of the Religious 
Authority and the national political powers 
in creating this new balance by adopting the 
practice of the peaceful exchange of power 
through ballot boxes. H.E. emphasized 
their continued efforts in performing 
responsibilities for the Iraqi people and 
achieving their legitimate hopes and goals 
which are represented by reconstruction, 
improvements, and ensuring the future of 
Iraq and Iraqis. 

Vice President Adil Abdul-Mahdi, H.E. 
Sayed Ammar Alhakim, and the Chief of 
Badr Organization, Mr. Hadi Al-Amiri, 
delivered speeches in which they stressed 
the importance of solidarity and unity 
of all Iraqi entities and powers for the 
purpose of developing Iraq and the Iraqi 
people's welfare. They praised the public 
participation of all classes in the elections. 
Also, they emphasized the religious and 
national standards of the Mihrab Martyr 
Bloc, as they are considered to be superior 
elements which cannot be dissolved by any 
means. They expressed their belief that 
Iraq's power is in the true participation of 
the people and entities. 

ISCI Statement 
Provincial Elections 

1 - Local elections reveal that Iraqis have 
realized remarkable success to be added 
to the series of victories throughout the 
past five years. Observers and those who 
follow up on the Iraqi affairs worldwide 
confirmed that the local elections went 
on smooth, free, impartial and without 
any obstacle or security threats. So these 
elections registered a noticeable switch 



in the political process and a democratic 
success. This was made apparent by the 
huge unprecedented turnout of the Sunnis 
especially in the governorates of Anbar, 
Ninawa, Salah Eddine, and Diala. 



2 - According to the international standards, 
the performance of the High Election 
Commission, which is the executive 
body, was good. It was characterized by 
impartiality and preciseness despite some 
important issues that were raised like the 
fact that many voters could not cast their 
votes because their names were not on 
the list of voters. The performance of the 
security apparatus also registered a good 
progress in keeping everything under 
control. No security breaches or violations 
occurred despite the curfew which deprived 
many voters from reaching the election 
stations. Despite all that, no one could 
doubt the authenticity or impartiality of 
these elections, despite what happened and 
especially with regard to those displaced. 

3 - The Supreme Council' irf its numerous 
affiliates exerted huge efforts and exploited 
all its capabilities to bring these elections 
to success. It urged all people to actively 
participate in this phenomenon which Iraq 
has never experienced before, as admitted 
by all sides. 

4 - According to the preliminary results, the 
Supreme Council got the second position 
in six governorates and came third in two 
others. In other governorates, it got different 
position ranks. This shows that it did not 
lose big. Rather, it proved that it still has the 
important strength in the governorates. No 
other group achieved the great majority in 
any governorate to make it the sole power 
in that area to administer. 

5 - As it announced before the elections, 
the Supreme Council would extend its 
cooperation to all winners especially the 
United Iraqi Alliance including those who

The VP also noted the significant role of the 
UN. which has always been a supportive 
one for Iraq, in terms of humanitarian 
aid. canceling Iraqi debts, helping in the 
International Compact, and their vital 
monitoring and technical role in the 
elections which gave them credibility. 

He went on to recognize the necessity of 
developing the election process and the 
electoral institutions. He also emphasized 
on the role of the UN in enhancing the 
International Compact and its role in 
Kirkuk and the disputed areas in Iraq. 

VP Abdul-Mahdi mentioned the UN 
Security Council's resolutions and the 
contradictions that exist between them. He 
emphasized on making a true review of 
the resolutions in order to reach a common 
understanding. He also spoke about the UN 
Chapter Seven, which Iraq has been under 
since 1990, and the best ways of bringing 
this file to an end.
